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Low-income 
housing up 
to high court

The fate of Lincoln Green, the low- . 


Income housing project planned next 
to St. Viator High School, Arlington 
Heights, now rests with the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 


The Village of Arlington Heights 


last week petitioned the high court to 
review the U.S. Court of Appeals June 
10 decision ordering IS acres of Viator 
land rczoncd for the 190 townhouscs 
planned for Lincoln Green. 


If the Supreme Court refuses to 


hear the case, the village will have 
exhausted its legal means to block 
construction of the development. If it 
accepts the petition, the five-year-old 
low-income housing controversy will 
be continued for a number of months. 
There Is no deadline for the court to 
answer the village's request. 


"The (appeals court) opinion now 


imposes for the first time a duty on a 
municipality to disregard its com- 
prehensive plan and its zoning ordi- 
nance . . . and to take affirmative 
steps to zone for racial integration be- 
cause of segregation in the metropoli- 
tan area generally," the village's peti- 
tion states. 


"IF THE OPINION Is allowed to 


stand, no zoning ordinance in the 
United States will be sustained in the 
face of an argument that a higher 
percentage of a minority group, or 
poor people generally, could occupy 
an area if the zoning was down- 
graded." 


The petition, prepared by Village 


Atty. Jack M. Sicgcl, calls the Viator 
case "one of great consequence which 
demands the scrutiny of the Court." 


The case stems from a suit filed by 


the Metropolitan Housing 
Devel- 


opment Corp., prospective builder of' 
Lincoln Green, charging that the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board's 1971 
decision not to rczonc the Viator prop-

The village's position that multi- 


family zoning on the Viator property 
would be incompatible with surround- 
ing single-family neighborhoods was 
upheld by U.S. District Court Judge 
Thomas R. McMlllen Feb. 22,1974. 


MIIDC TOOK the case to the U.S. 


Court of Appeals which ruled that, 
even though the village board's deci- 
sion was based on sound zoning prac- 
tices, the Chicago area's segregated 
housing market makes development 
of Lincoln Green necessary and desir- 
able. 


"The Court of Appeals offered no 


legal support for the proposition that 
a zoning ordinance, which is other- 
wise legitimate and well within the 
legislative discretion of the municipal 
body, Is invalid because the result 
might be the exclusion of low-income 
persons, who in turn might be black," 
the Village's petition for Supreme 
Court review states. 


"The fact that Arlington Heights is 


in the Chicago metropolitan area, 
which the Court of Appeals describes 
as segregated, does not impose an af- 
firmative duty upon the- village to 
change its otherwise valid zoning ordi- 
nance ....," the petition states. 


MHDC argued that the village's re- 


jection of Lincoln Green dis- 
criminated against blacks because, 
proportionally, there are more low-in- 
come blacks than whites. It also al- 
leged that low-income persons work- 
ing in Arlington Heights were unfairly 
denied housing they could afford in 
the village. 


"The trial court stated the basic is- 


sue was whether low-income workers 
have a constitutional right to low-rent- 
al housing, either where they work or 
elsewhere, and concluded that there is 
no such rule of law," Siegel says in 
the petition to the Supreme Court. 


BUT THE APPEALS court decision 


asserts that right in contradiction to 
numerous past cases, the petition 
states, the Appeals court decision re- 
lied on the 14th Amendment to the 
Constitution which guarantees all per- 
sons "the equal protection of the 
laws." 


The Supreme Court petition restates 


the village's position throughout the 
past two trials that the Viator housing 
Issues "should be nothing more than a 
garden variety zoning controversy." 


"It is obvious that the only real 


question is the reasonableness of the 
zoning restriction, which both on its 
face and in fact Is not aimed at any 
racial minority." 


In an effort to impress the Supreme 


Court with the importance of a final 
review, Siegel. states that "the.Court 
of Appeals has in fact rendered a de- 
cision on an extremely important and 
far-reaching question (that Is) in con- 
flict with the decisions of this (Su- 
preme) Court and other Courts of Ap- 
peal."

The law provides for 
involuntary annexation of an area 
that is less than 60 acres, and that is 
bounded on three sides by park dis- 
trict property and on a fourth side by 
a body of water, a railroad or a high- 
way. 


The total property, annexed will add 


about $10 million in assessed valu- 


ation to the park district, which has a 
yearly tax rate of about 36 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, park district 
officials said. 


THE PARK DISTRICT'S use Of the 


statute has been challenged by resi- 
dents of the Lynnwood subdivision, 
southeast of Palatine Road and 111. 
Rte. 53, which was annexed earlier 
this year. 


About 50 Lynnwood residents have 


filed a lawsuit against the park dis- 
trict, although a court date for a trial 
has not been set. 


Park district officials explain 'the 


annexations will increase the dis- 
trict's assessed valuation and help 
"round out" the park districts bound- 
aries. 


Unincorporated area residents are 


protesting the annexation mainly be- 
cause of increased taxes and no nocd 
of park district facilities or programs. 
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Northwest Community ups rates 2nd time in month

Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has Increased its 
hospital room rates another 12 per 
day, which means patients will pay 
$17 more a day starting Nov. 1. The 
new rate will be 189.50 for a •semi- 
private room. 


The $2 Increase is the second'rate 


hike In a month. Two weeks ago the 
hospital announced a* f 15 room-rate 
hike. 


Malcolm MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, said the Increase is In response 
to another rise In the hospital's mal- 
practice insurance premium. He said 
the hospital now expects to pay $1.1 
million for the Insurance, whereas 
several weeks ago it expected to pay 
$960,000. Northwest paid '$476,000 for> 
the same coverage last year. 


MacCOUN SAID the increase'does* 


not result from any increase In mal- 


practice claims against-the hospital. 
He said he expects other hospitals to 
have the same kind of premium hike. 


"We've checked with everyone who 


' has the same budget time as we 


have," he sajd. "They have been clob- 
bered like we have." Northwest Com- 
munity's fiscal year begins Nov. 1. 


MacCoun said the new Illinois mal- 


practice law, which sets a $500,000 
limit on malpractice awards, has done 
nothing to encourage Insurance com- 
panies to lower premiums. He said he 
expects it to be another two or three 
years before the bill has any effect. 


"I thinfe that the insurance people 


are not sun the bill will work,1' Mac-

i$3.45 will go for malpractice Insur- 
ance. MacCoun said the biggest part 
of the increase, about $10, will pay 
employe raises. 


"The expenses of the hospjtal will

and $52, nursery. The basic emergen- 
cy room fee has been incresed from 
$7 to $9, starting Nov. 1. 


THE HIKES in room rates range 


from a 21 per cent to 43 per cent in- 
crease, depending on the type of 
room.

Tax-exempt foundation to assist hospital 


Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has formed a, tax- 
exempt foundation to raise money for 
new equipment and community ser- 
vices, hospjtal officials announced 
Monday. 
i 


Malcolm, MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, -said the foundation has been 
formed partially to keep patient 
charges to a minimum. He said that 
hopefully, the success of the founda- 
tion will mean smaller hospital 'rate 
increases. 


"The foundation is developing finan- 


cial support to provide seed capital to 
develop new and sophisticated ser- 


vices and to keep abreast of the rapid 
advance in medicine," MacCoun said. 


MacCOUN SAID because Northwest 


is a large hospital, with 465 beds, it 
needs to continually update equipment 
and increase community services. 


"Now that we are one of'the big 


boys everyone expects more of us — 
the doctors and the patients," he said. 


While a tax-exempt hospital founda- 


tion is not new in hospital finance, 
Northwest is the first hospital in the 
Northwest suburbs to establish one. 
Previously, the hospital paid for its 
equipment with gifts, contributions 
from Northwest Community and hos- 


pital revenues derived from patient 
charges. 


MacCoun .said one reason the hospi- 


tal formed the foundation is because 
officials anticipate future rate con- 
trols that would not provide enough 
money for new equipment and ex- 
pansion of services. 


"Also equipment is a bigger price 


tag than it used to be and we don't 
want to pass anything on to the 
patient we don't have to," he said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS budgeted 


$500,000 for equipment for the 1975-76 
fiscal year which starts in November,

$45,000 for the home in Hollywood, 
Fla.

last year that the home coat $35,000 
including a $10,000 down payment. 


Fulle, who lives at 666 Laurel in Des 


- PJalnes, was indicted Feb. 13 on 


charges of perjury, jtax fraud and ex- 
tortion.

FEDERAL 
ATTORNEYS ended 


prosecution testimony late Monday,. 
The final federal witness, Internal 
Revenue Service agent Robert J. 
Lorentz, said Fulle 'owes more than 
$19,600 In back taxes from 1968 to 
1B70. Lorentz based the estimate on ex- 
tortion payments of $49,000 which alle- 
gedly were accepted by Fulle.

In 1970 Fulle offered 
to purchase the home for $45,000, Ziz- 
zo said.

Government attorneys have claimed 
that Fulle used the purchase price to 
conceal a $10,000 extortion, payoff 
from plumbing contractor William-J. 
Adams in June 1970 for zoning of the 


.Old Madrid project. 


"Mr. Fulle came into the bank and 


handed me two white envelopes, and 
told me that there was $10,000 cash in 
each envelope," Zizzo said about the 
house purchase. Zizzo then Identified 
bank documents, including cashier's 
checks, account statements and a pur- 
chase agreement,.that were involved 
in the sale. 


ZIZZO ADMITTED on cross-exam- 


ination that he told IRS agents in mid- 


1974 the purchase price of. the house 
was. $35,000. 


A second Parkway bank official, 


Ralph Smith, told the jury that Fulle, 
who was a former director of the 
bank, owed more than $144,000 on six 
loans at the bank when the vacation 
home was purchased. 


Decker scheduled a hearing Mon- 


day, a federal holiday, because the 
jury in the six-day-old trial Is seques- 
tered. 


Revenue sharing in trouble: Ullman

. The U.S. revenue-sharing program, 
which channels federal tax dollars to 
local governing bodies, could be an 
early casualty of congressional efforts 
to cut back on spending, the chairman 
'of the U.S. House Ways and Means 
committee said Mondayi: 


U.S. Rep. Al Ullman, D-Oregon, 


chairman of the powerful committee, 
told a group of suburban businessmen 
that extension of the revenue-sharing 
program is in trouble. The program 
will expire next year if not extended 
by Congress. 


Ullman said revenue sharing, which 


costs the government $5. billion-an- 
nually, could be eliminated when Con- 
gress begins looking at budget cuts. 


"I am not totally enthusiastic about 


revenue sharing," Ullman said, add- 
ing, "We have to determine priorities 
for federal dollars and I think there 
are better places to put the money 
.than revenue sharing." 


HE ALSO PREDICTED that Presi- 


dent Gerald R. Ford would approve 
the $12.7 billion tax cut proposal 
which the committee has approved for 
1976. 


The congressman's confidence in 


approval of the tax cut measure came 
despite committee refusal to couple a 
tax cut with a pledge to limit spend- 
ing, 
v • 


Ford recently called for a $28 billion 


tax cut but asked that It be linked to a 
$28 reduction in government spending. 


Ullman said the spending limita- 


tions cannot be agreed to at this time 
because Congress will not begin to re- 
view the budget until January. 


"You cannot expect Congress to set 


a celling on spending until it has a 
look at the budget," Ullman said. 


SPEAKING AT the North Shore Hil- 


ton in Skokle, Ullman also stated that 
the government must move to estab- 
lish some -sort of wage and price pol- 
icies but stopped shorty of calling for 
implementation of wage and price 
controls.

Terrorist group 
claims they set 
capitalist bombs 
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From Herald Newt Services 


A Puerto Rlcan terrorist group 


claimed responsibility for nine simul- 
taneous bombings Monday in Chicago, 
New York and Washington, directed 
at "Yonkco government and monopo- 
ly capitalist Institutions." 


No injuries were reported from any 


of the explosions. 


In Chicago, black powder bombs 


ripped the outside of the world's tall- 
est building and two other major 
downtown buildings shattering dozens 
of windows and causing minor struc- 
tural damage. 


Another bomb — a potential "kill- 


er" made of dynamite wrapped in red 
roses —was planted outside another 
skyscraper but found and disarmed 
by police bomb squad experts. 


No one was Injured In the blasts 


which rocked tho 110-story Sears Tow- 
er on the southwest edge of the Loop, 
the Continental Illinois Bank In the 
heart of the La Salle Street banking 
district, and tho IBM Plaza Building 
on the near North Side. 


The three explosions occurred with- 


in about one mllo and 25 minutes of 
each other in the post-midnight dark- 
ness. They knocked out dozens of win- 
dows In the target buildings and near- 
by structures and rocked the entire 
downtown area. 


The bombings, the discovery of the 


unexplodcd dynamite bomb outside 
tho towering Standard Oil Building, 
and a rash of bomb threats sent police 
and firemen on an hours-long search 
of at least 76 downtown buildings. No 
other bombs were found. 


Responsibility for the bombings in 


Chicago, the State Department in 
Washington and the U.S; Mission to the 
United Nations in New York,' was 
claimed by the Armed Forces of Na- 
tional Liberation (FALN) a Puerto 
Rlcan nationalist group. 


A New York City police spokesman 


said the FALN left a letter in a phone 
booth calling the blasts "a'simulta- 
neously coordinated attack against 
Yankee governments and monopoly 
capitalist Institutions in New York, 
W a s i n g t o n, Chicago and Puerto 
Rico." No bombings were reported In 
Puerto Rico.

Police detained and questioned sev- 


eral persons but at midday both police 
and the FBI said there were no BUS* 
pccts.

"We have no information in Chicago 


to prove it was the Puerto Rlcan 
group," an FBI spokesman said, "but 
wo also have no reason to doubt the 
claim." 


Lt. Edward Neville, commander of 


the police bomb and arson unit, said it 
appeared the bombers sped around 
downtown Chicago by automobile, 
dropping off the devices Intending 
they should explode in rapid succes- 
sion.

Report Franco resting quietly 


MADRID (UPI) — Generalissimo 


Francisco Franco, 82, his body wasted 
from two weekend brushes with 
death, fought Monday what many be- 
lieved would be his last battle for sur- 
vival. His doctors said he was suffer- 
ing from stomach bleeding and contin- 
uing heart troubles, But that a slight 
fever was going down. 


The team of 14 doctors at Franco's 


bedside in El Pardo Palace said the 
old soldier was conscious and resting 
quietly but that his condition re- 
mained grave. 


"The evening has passed peace- 


fully," the doctors said in a 9:30 p.m. 
bulletin. "He has taken more food. 
The fever has fallen. The arterial ten-. 
slon continues stable. The fast heart 
beat has diminished. The heart 
rhythm Is normal." 


But they added, "The tendency of the 


stomach to bleed has not stopped. The 
same signs of congestive heart failure 
continue. The condition remains 
grave."

leader is dying or predicting how near 
the end he might be. 


But after two crises Saturday and 


Sunday that brought him close to 
death, medical experts said his 
wasted body must soon run out of re- 
sources of resistance.

A Northwest suburban firm which 


was the target of a federal probe this 
summer, has reopened and is contin- 
uing to solicit customers for a not-for-' 
profit supermarket. 


Officials of SAGR, Inc. agreed to an 


order from postal authorities in August 
to return thousands of dollars to in- 
vestors. The company has moved Its 
offices from Rolling Meadows to 331 
W. Northwest Hwy., Palatine. 


In addition to the refunds, the com- 


pany also agreed to correct promo- 
tional material which the government 
alleged to be false and misleading. 


TUB FinM IS continuing to offer 


memberships to area individuals in a 
co-op type supermarket chain which 
Would, according to the firm, save 
members "$25 out of every $100 they 
are now spending" on groceries. 


The memberships are limited to 


persons IB-years-old and older who are 
"fully employed .. . and-earnlng not 
less than $9,000 nor more than 
$30,000," the firm's new literature 
states. 


Authorities In the U.S. Dept. of Jus- 


tice said they are aware of the firm's 
new operation but declined further 
comment. 


The firm formerly listed its head- 


quarters at 3301 Algonquin Rd., but it 
nevsr leased space there. 


SAGR owner Herbert Hoffman said 


the firm is in compliance with the fed- 
eral order Issued in August. 


Ho said currently no money Is being 


accepted from potential members. 
Persons are being asked only to pledge 
membership, with payment to come 
after 1,000 members are committed to 
the operation. 


HOFFMAN SAID there are still no 


supermarkets open in the operation. 


"It's like a church," he said. "You 


cannot build a church without a con- 
gregation. Because It is a not-for-prof- 
it supermarket, we have to have a 
membership before the store can 
«open." 


The firm was the target of a federal 


Investigation earlier this summer 
when it used the malls to solicit in- 
vestments of up to $1,000 in the gro- 
cery chain. 


Hoffman said the firm Is not using 


the mails now to find investors or' 


• members. The Herald learned that 
'cards soliciting members and employ- 
es have been hand-distributed in the 
area. Hoffman said the firm is in 
compliance with federal orders he 
agreed to In August.

Can 'reform' and 'regular' Democrats unify? 


by ARNOLD SAWISLAK 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - There Is a 


vnriotlon of the taunt, "If you're so 
smart, how come you ain't rich?" 
that can bo applied to the Democratic 
party. If it is the majority political 
party, how come it hasn't won a 
presidential election since 1964? 


There are several ways of answer- 


Ing the question. The first is that 
while It is true that the Democratic 
party is In first place, the GOP is not 
In second. The group of citizens which 
calls itself Independent Is the second 
largest and in plain truth neither the 
Democrats nor the Republicans have 
enough strength to elect a President 
by themselves. 


But there is more to the answer 


about the plight of the Democratic 
party. Chairman Robert S. Strauss 
told the Democratic National Com- 
mittee recently that the party was 
locked Into a fatal pattern of ap- 
proaching presidential years as the 
majority and emerging from it as a 
beaten collection of squabbling minor- 
ities. 


One of the participants at that, 


meeting suggested an explanation of 
his party's apparent penchant for 
division. The problem, as, he saw it, 
was that there are three distinct 
groupings of active Democrats, two of 
which have interests in conflict with 
the third. 


The first two groups are the pro- 


fessional politicians and the public of- 
ficials. They believe that the structure 
of the party, within traditional legal 
and ethical standards, is important 
only to the extent to which it pro- 
motes the primary goal of winning 
elections and controlling government. 
This group generally emphasizes the 
so-called "bread and butter" political 
Issues such as jobs, housing and 
schools. 


The third group, new to the party in 


recent years, sees political organiza- 
tion as Important irt itself. To this 
group, democratic reform in the se- 
lection of the party's leaders, candi- 
dates and policy positions is as vital 


as campaign efficiency and the power 
thai comes with winning elections. 


Back of ihis, the reform group fo- 


cuses on "personal freedom" issues — 
privacy, local control of institutions 
and individual choice of life styles. 


This is what the Democrats have 


been fighting about. The party regu- 
lars believe the system and the issues 
that brought victory to the party 
from the 1930s onward are basically 
sound. The reformers see the old 
ways as "bossism" and the traditional 
Democratic approach to issues as Ir- 
relevant to new problems. 


So there has been a power struggle. 


The regulars won it in 1968; the refor- 
mers prevailed in 1972. In the past 


three years, the balance has see- 
sawed, and it appears that some sort 
of equilibrium has been achieved. 


The party's 1976 presidential candi- 


date will be chosen under methods 
forced on it by the reformers, but 
from the looks of the field seeking the 
nomination, that candidate probably 
.will be a product of the system — 
a person who will give first priority 
to winning the election, relying on 
time-tested party doctrine on issues to 
carry the campaign. 


That means there may be relative 


peace in the Democratic party in the 
coming year, but it may be a long 
way from producing the kind of unity 
that makes majorities and election 
victories.

Our Congress has no good rea- 


son to meddle with the law 
which prohibits 2.8 million civil 
service bureaucrats from

ticipating In politics. 


But that, alas, is exactly what 


Congress is doing. To make mat- 
ters even worse, it may succeed 
i n its e f f o r t s to weaken 
safeguards against turning the 
federal bureaucracy into a giant 
political machine. 


All civic service government 


workers are now covered by the 
Hatch Act, which does not per- 
mit them to run for office or 
campaign for political candi- 
dates. 


Now, however, the 
House 


passed overwhelmingly a bill 
which would allow such partici-' 
patlon. In the coming weeks a 
Senate committee and then the 
full Senate will debate the mea- 
sure. Sponsors hope to broaden 
the bill through amendments to 
gain enough votes to override a 
Presidential veto. 


What the Hatch Act has ac- 


complished to date is to prevent 
the 2.8 million federal employes 
f r o m 
becoming a political 


"army" that could be mobilized 
to campaign for political candi- 
dates. 


The danger posed is obvious to 


anyone familiar with the activi- 
ties of Richard J. Daley's politi- 
cal machine In Chicago. That ur- 
ban bureaucracy is filled with 
"temporary" employes who pop- 
ulate Daley's political army. By 
opening up the Hatch Act, the 
groundwork would be laid to 
create a similarly politicized 
federal bureaucracy. 


Such a prospect, particularly 


after the scandals of Watergate 
have made many of us cynical 
about any action of government, 
is not a good one. We expect 
middle and lower-level bureau- 
crats to serve their government, 
not to have a distracting loyalty. 
It's a system we should pre- 
serve, not tear down. 


Supporters of the proposed 


change argue that the "vague 
and confusing" Hatch Act vio- 
lates the civil liberties of per- 
sons in government. But the 
public's right to objective and 
unbiased government is of im- 
portance, too. Our government 
has been sullied enough in re- 
cent years by dirty politics; it's 
tune we made certain that the 
vast majority of civil servants 
are protected from the murky 
backwaters of such politics. 


Our 'dreaded9 pigeons 
are scorned once again 


What is it about pigeons that 


so enrages public officials? 


These grey birds, as every 


schoolboy knows, are to cities as 
seagulls arc to seashores. But 
unlike the gulls, pigeons are 
cursed, ridiculed and attacked 
as ugly purveyors of diseases 
more dreaded than the plague. 


Now, Des Plaines is mounting 


a battle against these dreadful 
birds. Two weeks ago the city 
council voted to "destroy" them. 
Last week, however, that lan- 
guage was softened;1 now the 
city will merely "remove" the 


creatures, rather than make 
them-the victims of man-or- 
dered genocide. 


We grudgingly acknowledge 


that the birds probably carry 
diseases which can affeect the 
well-being of men, women and 
children. But pigeons are as 
much a part of jities such as 
Des Plaines as are sidewalks,, 
traffic lights and park benches. 


Relocate pigeons? They'll flut- 


ter' back to Des Plaines within 
hours. You might as well try to 
catch the wind.

BOSTON,' Oct. 28 — As new com- 


mander-in-chief of the British Army^ 
Sir William Howe barred any Ameri- 
can inhabitant of Boston from leaving 
the city "on pain of death." He or- 
dered citizens to organize military 
units for defense of the city. 


"Harry Truman's brilliant strategy 


in 1948 was his deciding, early on in 
the campaign, that he would Ignore 
Thomas Dewey," Hartmann said. 


"In order to do that, Truman had to 


elevate the old political tactic of iden- 
tifying a foe only as 'my opponent' to 
grand strategy. Dewey went about the 
country denouncing Truman and all 
his works; but Truman rarely men- 
tioned Dewey by name and ignored 
Dewey's verbal thunderbolts. 


""In politics, of course, you have to 


have an identifiable enemy to de- 
nounce. Truman was ignoring Dewey 
so he attacked Congress," Hartmann 
said. "Thus, Truman made the Con- 
gress and not the name on the Re- 
publican ticket his public villain. 


"Truman, of course, really wasn't 


all that mad at Congress. In fact, his 
relations with the Republicans in Con- 
gress weren't too bad." 


Hartmann said Truman's strategy 


worked by reducing the attention paid 
the heavily favored Dewey. In the 
1944 presidential election, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt also had publicly ignored 
the Republican candidate — Dewey. 


Hartmann said he docs not believe 


Ford will adopt this strategy. 


He said the President is berating 


Congress about specific issues. In ad- 
dition, there is no specific Democratic 
candidate to ignore.

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Teen-age 
pregnancy 
epidemic 


An epidemic of teen-age pregnancy 


Is sweeping the nation and girls as 
young as nine are asking for birth 
control devices, authorities have re- 
ported to the Planned Parenthood 
federation's national convention in 
Seattle, Wash. 


Werner Fornos, who runs the na- 


tion's first high school birth control 
clinic in Washington D.C., told dele- 
gates last w< ck that every third preg- 
nancy in the nation Involves a teen- 
ager. 


' The convention held a luncheon and 
general discussion of birth control 
problems. 


"WE HAD 750,000 tecn-nge preg- 


nancies In the United States in 1974 
and that should make us realize we 
have a new epidemic and teen-age 
pregnancy Is a waste wo can't afford 
to tolerate in this country," Fornos 
said. 


Dr. Gerry Oliva, pediatrician at 


Children's Hospital in Oakland, Calif., 
and medical director for Planned 
Parenthood In San Francisco and 
Oakland, said girls 9,10 and 11 years 
of ago regularly ask for birth control 
devices. 
' "A lot of them are brought in by 
their parents," she said. "But many 
of them just find their way to us. The 
word Is out In the community and 
we're seeing girls from all over. 


"RIGHT NOW it's a small number 


— less than five per cent — but the 
problem is the young girls coming to 
us In ever increasing numbers. A lot 
of them we don't sco for con- 
traception, wo sec in the high-risk 
pregnancy program.-We see kids 11 
and 12 delivering babies, so we're not 
getting to them early enough." 


Dr. Olivia said it was not enough to 


make contraceptives available. Girls 
must bo educated. 


"They have to learn to make deci- 


sions," she sold. "We have to teach 
them early — from five and on — to 
think about why people have sex. Ob- 
viously, eight-and-a-half Is too late If 
we're seeing them at nine. Thoy have 
to think about what to do if a boy 
wants sex, how to say no if they want 
to."

Tooth decay 
due partly 
to heredity? 


Simply put, most cavities get start- 


ed when bacteria In the mouth act on 
sugary residues clinging to teeth, 
turning some components into acid. 


Over time, this acid starts a hole 


which hosts more bacteria which at- 
tracts more sugary residue which 
makes more acid — and the cavity 
enlarges. 


On the surface it appears cllminat-- 


Ing sugary edibles would keep teeth 
tip top. 


"Not necessarily so," cautions Dr. 


Harry Shapiro, curator emeritus of 
anthropology at the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History in New York. 
' "I AGREE DIET plays a role, but It 
may not be universal," he told United 
Press International. "It may be part 
diet and part genetic (hereditary). To 
give the impression diet alone causes 
cavities would be misleading." 


Dr. Shapiro made that point when 


asked to comment on the fact that the 
restored skull of Peking Man, made 
of many remnants, has a full set of 
teeth. 


This shows what the late Prof. 


Franz Weidenrelch, working with the 
bits and pieces from "digs," believed 
early humans looked lik'e. It seems to 
Indicate their diet was not the tooth- 
destructing kind. 
. 


In one of his genetic studies, Dr. 


Shapiro said be looked at .the dental 
health of descendants of sailors who 
staged the mutiny on the Bounty. 


' They are on Pitcairn. Island in the 


South Pacific. 


"IN MY STUDY," he said, "I 


couldn't find7a complete set of teeth 
in anyone in the twenties. And by 
middle age many of the descendants 
had lost all their teeth.',' 
' 


How does this point to the possi- 


bility of something other than diet as 
a cause of poor dental health? A gen- 
etic condition possibly? 


The descendants on Pitcairn Island, 


up to the time of Dr.'Shapiro's study, 
did not have.access to the many re- 
fined' sugar products in the typical 
American diet. 


Alcohol causes 
liver damage 


New studies have shown that alco- 


hol itself damages the liver, says the 
Council on Foods and Nutrition of the 
American Medical Association. 


Alcoholics should not be led to be- 


lieve that'correction or prevention of 
nutritional deficiency will prevent liv- 
er damage in the face of' continued 
alcohol abuse, the Council said. 


Traditionally, disorders of the liver' 


liave been attributed exclusively to 
nutritional deficiencies accompanying 
alcoholism. (UPI)

Dear Dorothy: Isn't there some- 


thing men can put on their hair other 
than the preparations they use? The 
pillowcases here are impossible to get 
fully clean. Can I do anything about 
this?-Josie McVeigh. 


It's a too-hasy conclusion that the 


hair preparation is the reason for the 
soiling. It happens with men who nev- 
er use the stuff. Rub the soiled areas 
with liquid laundry detergent, then 
launder. Or save up a batch of pillow- 
cases and some other white things 
and add an ounce of liquid bleach for 
each gallon of water as a pre- 
laundering soak. Once they are clean, 
starch the cases. This way, the stains 
do not penetrate. They come off with 
the starch with each laundering. 


Dear Dorothy: From reading your 


column, I've realized that owning a 
cat presents certain problems. But 
I've never heard of this one — which I 
read in a booklet describing types of 
carpeting. It says that if there is a cat 
in the household, do not use a loop- 
hole carpet, but stick to the cut-pile 
textures.—Marina Cooper.

me when it was pointed' out. When 
making a salad that uses hard-cooked 
eggs, I don't add them until the last.

Ultraviolet radiation is related to 


light, radio and other forms of elec- 
tromagnetic energy. As far as Ita gen- 
eral behavior is concerned, there is a 
Rood side and a not-so-good aide. 
Some of Ita effects are useful and ben- 
eficial to living cells. Other are down- 
right dangerous. Its different effects 
arc caused by the wide range of dif- 
ferent wavelengths. 


The sun emits various forms of 


electromagnetic energy, pulsing along 
in different wavelengths at the speed 
of light. Those wavelengths are mea- 
sured by the angstrom unit. And It 
takes 100 million of these Invisibly 
small units to measure one centime- 
ter. The rainbow-colored wavelengths 
of ordinary light range from about 
4,000 to 7.000 angstroms. 
The wavelengths of ultraviolet radi- 
ation begin at 4,000 angstroms, where 
the shortest violet waves of light end, 
and dwindle down to 40. Within this 
wide range, longer and shorter wave* 
have different'effects. The shortest

waves have the most penetrating pow- 
er, enough to cause serious sunburns. 
However, much of this shortwave 
radiation is absorbed by the air as H 
comes down through the atmosphere. 


Sunburn Is more serious at high al- 


titudes, where there Is more short- 
wave ultraviolet. But even at sea lev- 
el, there Is enough to cause permanent 
akin damage when a person is ex- 
posed to long hours of suntanning. 
Other wavelengths help and tnay be 
necessary to the chemical activities 
that go on in living plant cells. 


As a rule the longest ultraviolet 


rays are not absorbed by living tis- 
suesi Scientists use those In the 2,000 
to 3.000 range to study all sorts of ef- 
fects In the biochemistry of living 
cells. These rays do not penetrate 
deeply, but they can be used to de- 
stroy single-cell organisms. Hence, ul- 
traviolet radiation is used to destroy 
dangerous bacteria in foods. 


In the nonliving world of ultraviolet 


rays affect certain minerals. Its energy 
Is absorbed by their electrons and re- 
leased as fluorescence. After exposure 
to ultraviolet, certain minerals glow 
with their identifying colors. 


Ultraviolet passes through a prism 


made of quartz crystal and reveals 


colors shorter than the violet rays of 
ordinary light In a fluorescent lamp, 
an electric current produces ultravio- 
let when it passes'through mercury 
vapor. Various coatings on the inside 
of the tube absorb this radiation and 
convert it into different colors of vis- 
ible light. In some way or other, ul- 
traviolet radiation affects every living 
and nonliving substance in the world.

Medics ordered to work

Resident doctors and interns went 


on strike at huge Cook County Hospi- 
tal Monday In a dispute over salaries; 
fringe benefits, union security and 
patient care. 


Within four hours, a judge Issued an 


order to the strikers to go back to 
work. But the order was not immedi- 
ately signed or served on the strikers 
and their attorney said he did not 
know whether it would be obeyed. 


The strike at Chicago's only public' 


hospital, which serves roughly 1,000 
patients a day, was the first hospital 
strike in the history of Illinois. 


It was backed by 500 members of 


the House Staff Association. They said 
they would continue to treat emergen- 
cy cases but would not treat any new 
patients not considered emergencies. 


OFFICIALS 'OF the hospital — one 


of the largest public medical 
complexes in the country — said 
about 170 senior attending physicians 
would work to keep the hospital open. 


The hospital switchboard was di- 


rected to report "business as usual" 
to callers and assure them they could 
bring patients to the emergency room. 


Outside, doctors walked picket lines 


at entrances to the massive old gray 
hospital. An association spokesman, 
Dr. Kevin Geraghty, called the strike 
"00 per cent effective" and said 200 
residents and Interns had shown up to 
back the walkout and man picket 
lines. 


"We will maintain In the hospital a 


staff competent to deal with emer- 
gencies and patients already admit- 
ted," Geraghty said. "But as each 
successive day of the strike goes by 


and more and more patients are re-, 
leased, there'll be fewer patients in 
the hospital." 


SHORTLY AFTER the first pickets 


began walking at 7 a.m., Circuit Court 
Judge Donald J. O'Brien Issued a 
temporary restraining order enjoining 
the strikers to return but allowing 
them to maintain three pickets at 
each hospital entrance. O'Brien set a 
further hearing for next Monday. 


"I don't like to enter orders against 


professional men," the judge said. 
But O'Brien said he agreed with a suit 
filed by the Hospital Governing Com- 
mission that a prolonged strike would 
be a "catastrophe."

Union drops 
strike vote 
in Dist. 62

A strike vote scheduled for this af- 


ternoon by DCS Pialnes Dist. 62 teach- 
ers has been canceled. 


Teachers' 
union 
representatives 


Monday canceled the strike vote and 
instead authorized the union negotiat- 
ing team to declare an impasse In 
contract talks and call for mediation 
if a settlement is not reached tonight. 


Teachers also will picket the nego- 


tiating session at the administration 
center today at 7 p.m. 


The union representatives last week 


set a strike vote for this afternoon if a 
settlement was not reached. If the 
voto had passed, (lie strike would 
have started Nov. 3 unless a settle- 
ment was reached during the week. 


"THE TEACHERS were concerned 


we glv.7 the board every opportunity 
to reach a settlement In good faith," 
said James Chlakulas, Illinois Educa- 
tion Assn. representative for Dist. 62. 
"They thought they might bo accused 
of bad faith negotiations if they didn't 
follow the procedures outlined in the 
agreement." 


Part of the negotiating procedure 


permits either side to declare an Im- 
passe and demand mediation. 


"Wo wanted to make every effort to 


show the community and the board 
our good faith and we did not want to 
circumvent any of the procedures," 
Chlakulas said.

82,000 in cash 
taken at apartment 


More than $2,000 In cash, Jewels, a 


radio, speakers and tools were stolen 
after burglars entered the apartment 
of Peter B. Harris, 1288 Perry St., 
Sunday, Des Plaines police said.. 
There were no signs of forced entry to 
the apartment. 


If a settlement is'not reached and, 


the teachers demand mediation, nei- 
ther side must accept the third par- 
ty's recommendations.

Teachers are demanding a 10 per 


cent increase for all teachers. The 
teachers' demand would raise the 
starting salary for a teacher with a 
bachelor's degree and no experience 
from $9,350 to $10,285. 


Teachers also would receive the 


current increase for an additional 
year's experience, which is $400 for 
most teachers or 4.3 per cent of the 
base salary. Teachers at certain steps 
on the salary schedule receive a $500 
or $600 increase for an additional 
year's experience. 


Chlnkulas said the union does not 


know how much this salary demand 
will cost the district. 


THE BOARD increased its salary 


offer Thursday from $400 to $500 for 
all teachers, or a 5.3 per cent increase 
of the base salary. This would be in 
addition to the $400 increase most 
teachers receive for an additional 
year's experience. The board's offer 
would cost the district about $175,500 
and raise the starting salary from 
$9,350 to $9,850. 


Union negotiators turned down this 


offer, saying it "appalled" them. Den- 
nis Anderson, union president, said 
the board's offer would average out to 
a 3.6 per cent Increase. 


Under last year's contract, salaries 


range from $9,350 for a teacher with a 
bachelor's degree 'and no experience 
to $19,610 for a teacher with a bach- 
elor's degree, 60 hours of graduate 
credit and 16 years of experience.

Residents of the Greens of Golf Mill 


apartment complex in Maine Town- 
ship will meet Wednesday to discuss 
possible action to protest living condi- 
tions in the development. 


Patton Felchter, vice president of 


the Greens Tenants' Assn., said the 
group was formed recently because of 
poor maintenance and mounting se- 
curity problems in the apartment 
c o m p l e x , northeast of Dempster 
Street and Potter Road. 


He said the residents have decided 


to have a meeting to discuss a future 
action because the milestone Co., 
owner of the 127-buildlng complex, 
has teen unresponsive to the requests 
of the residents. 


"We have sent a letter to the man- 


agement asking that we open negotia- 
tions, but have received no response," 
Felchter said. 


CONDITIONS IN the development 


have been deteriorating for the last 
two years, he said. Felchter said resi- 
dents are particularly concerned over 
the closing of inside garbage chutes 
and increases hi vandalism, burglar- 
ies and thefts in the apartment com- 
plex. He said that while residents rec- 
ognize that management is not re- 
sponsible for the rise in crime, they 
feel the owners should provide'better 
security. 


Although the tenants have not de- 


cided what action to take in an at-

picketing of the owner's offices and 
collective rent paying are two likely 
possibilities.

$12,000 toward a new junior high 
school counselor program, part of 
which will be reimbursed to the town- 
ship next year by Elk. Grove School 
Dist. 59. 


Lee said the township probably 


would budget $50,000 for the donation 
next year and the other $50,000 in 
1976-77, if it agreed. 


The estimated cost of the new Men- 


tal Health Center facility is $666,000. 
The center plans on applying for a 
$366,000 federal grant Feb. 15. Before 


it applies, however, it must prove it 
can raise $300,000 locally. 


SCHAUMBURG TOWNSHIP Board 


member Pete Wing said his board al- 
ready has given preliminary approval 
to its $100,000. The remaining $100,000 
will be raised from the community 
and a fund-raising association has 
been formed.

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Northwest Community ups rates 2nd time in month

Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has increased Its 
hospital room rates another $2 per 
day, which means patients will pay 
$17 more a day starting Nov. 1. The 
new rate will be $89.50 for a semi- 
private room. 


The $2 increase is the second, rate 


hike In a month. Two weeks ago the 
hospital announced a $15 room-rate 
hike. 


Malcolm MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, said the increase is in response 
to another rise in the hospital's mal- 
practice insurance premium. He said 
the hospital now expects to pay $1.1 
million for the insurance, whereas 
several weeks ago it expected to pay 
$960,008. Northwest paid 1475,000 for 
the same coverage lost year. 


MicCOUN SAID the Increase does 


not result from any Increase In mal- 


practice claims against the hospital. 
He said he expects other hospitals to 
have the same kind of premium hike. 


"We've checked with everyone who 


has the same budget time as we 
have," be said. "They have been clob- 
bered'llko we have." Northwest Conv\ 
munlty's fiscal year begins Nov. 1. 


MacCoun said the new Illinois mal- 


practice law, which sets a $500,000 
limit on malpractice awards, has done 
nothing to encourage insurance com- 
panies to lower premiums. He said he 
expects tt to be another two or three 
years before the bill bos any effect. 


"I think that the Insurance people 


are net sure the bill will work,'' Mac- 
Coun said. 


OF THE tl7 pec day increase, about 


.$3.45 will go for malpractice insur- 
ance. MacCoun said the biggest port 
of the Increase, about $10, will pay 
employe raises. . 


"The expenses of the hospital will 


go up $3.7 million next year," he said. 
"The biggest increase is the payroll, 
about $1.85 million." He said $1.3 mil- 
lion will go to pay raises to current 
employes and $500,000 will go for new 
positions. / 


About $2.5p of the $17 a day increase 


will go for supplies, Including drugs, 
MacCoun said. About $1.75 to $2 ot the 
hike will go to pay for new equipment. 
• MacCoun said most insurance com- 
panies will pay the additional $17. 
New room rates are'$89.50, two-bed 
room; $95.50, regular private room; 
and $52, nursery. The basic emergen- 
cy room fee has been incresed from

THE HIKES in room' rates range

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Tax-exempt foundation to assist hospital 


Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has formed a tax- 
exempt foundation to raise money for 
new equipment and community ser- 
vices, hospital officials announced 
Monday. 


Malcolm MacCoun,' hospital presi- 


dent, said the foundation has s been 
formed partially to keep patient 
charges to a minimum. He said that 
hopefully, the success' of the founda- 
tion will mean smaller hospital ra(e 
increases. 


"The foundation is developing finan- 


cial support to provide seed capital to 
develop new and sophisticated ser- 


vices and to keep abreast of the rapid 
advance in medicine," MacCoun said. 


MacCOUN SAID, because Northwest 


is a large hospital, with 465 beds, it 
needs to continually update'equipment 
and increase community services. 


"Now that we are one of the big 


boys, everyone expects more of us — 
the doctors and the patients," he said. 


While a tax-exempt hospital founda- 


tion is not new in hospital finance, 
Northwest is the first hospital in the 
Northwest suburbs to establish one. 
Previously, the hospital paid for its 
equipment with gifts, contributions 
from Northwest Community and hos- 


pital revenues derived from patient 
charges. 


MacCoun said one reason the hospi- 


tal formed the foundation is because 
officials anticipate future rate con- 
trols that would not provide enough 
money for new equipment and ex- 
pdnsion of services. 


"Also equipment is a bigger price 


tag than it used to be and we1 don't 
want to pass anything on to the 
patient we don't have to," he- said. \ 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS budgeted 


$500,000 for equipment for the 1975-76.

6,000-mile excursion set 
Bicentennial bikers plan journey

Somewhere in an office cubicle 


in Washington, D. C.,1 a man 
working for the American Revolu- 
tion Bicentennial Administration 
is keeping track of the thousands 
of events planned to mark the na- 
tion's 200th year. 


' On March 1,1976, he knows that 
New York will hold a "festival of 
contemporary music" and Spo- 
kane, • Washington's "The British 
Are Coming!" band performance 
will take place. 


But Rob and Rich Larson of 


Hoffman Estates have something 
else he can add to the list, be- 
cause March 1, 1976, is the day 
they plan to depart from their 
home at 133 Maricopa Ln., to 
start a "Bicentennial" 6,000-mile 
bicycle trip across the country. 


NOT A MOTORBIKE or camper 


trip, mind you, but an honest-to- 
goodness pedal-on-a-two-wheeler- 
tll-lt-hurts excursion through the 
wide-open spaces of Americana. 


The 20-year-old twin brothers, 


1073 graduates of Conant High 
School, aren't cycling fans in par- 
ticular. They just think a five- 
month trip like this is a good way 


to see the country during its Bi- 
centennial. 


"We don't have any definite 


destination," Rob, a junior at 
W e s t e r n Michigan University, 
Kalamazoo, said of the trip. "We 
just plan to leave March 1, 1976, 
and head southwest, visiting his- 
toric shrines and monuments dur- 
ing our country's Bicentennial cel- 
ebration. 


"We want to see how other com- 


munities are celebrating the Bi- 
centennial." 


ROB AND BROTHER Rich, a 


junior at the University of Wiscon- 
sin at Eau Claire, got the idea for 
the trip from a university guest 
lecturer who made a similar 
10,000-mile ride. 


"I took a National Park Land- 


scapes course two years ago," 
Rob said. "We had a guest lectur- 
er who had just completed a long 
bicycle trip. I was sort of excited 
about it and I talked to my broth- 


( er about it. 


"We kicked it around for about 


a year and a half. We looked at 
the pros and cons and decided to 
try it." '• 


It doesn't take too much to fig- 


ure out the "cons" against an un- 
dertaking like this — weather, 
money, supplies, aches and pains 
— but the Larsons think there are 
some good reasons for the trip. 


"We're looking forward to 


seeing our country and we're also 
looking at it from an educational 
standpoint," Rob said. "I'm ma- 
joring in education and political 
science'and my brother is major- 
ing in special education. 


' 
"WE ALSO LOVE to travel and 


we wanted to travel in a unique 
and inexpensive way." 


The trip, of course, will entail 


expenses. The brothers already 
h a v e p u r c h a s e d specially- 
equipped $200 racing bicycles and 
have spent another $300 on camp- 
ing equipment they will take 
along. Their food will consist 
mainly of canned products, high 
protein foods and cheeses, Rob 
said. ' 


The twins are experienced at 


braving the outdoors and both 
have taught camping at the Twin- 
brook YMCA. 


The two plan to take along mon- 


ey, but if it runs out "we'll work," 
Rob said. 


"We've both been doing quite a 


bit of preparing," he added. "I've 
studied the National Park System 
and wo will visit a lot of the 
parks." 


Physical training is another 


matter, though. 


"I did take a 60-mile bike trip 


earlier this year and my brother 
took a biking course, but we're 
just too busy with school (to prac- 
tice). We plan to start out slow 
and condition as we-go along." 


IF THE PROSPECT of a five- 


month cycle trek is parentally un- 
nerving, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph W. 
Larson Jr. haven't shown it to 
their sons. 


"My mon and dad are behind 


us," Rob said. "They never said 
'yes,' but they never said 'no,' ei- 
ther," he added, laughing. 


"When we went out and bought 


our bikes, we knew for sure we 
were going and they didn't say 
'no.'" 


Though the trip will mean tak- 


ing time off from school, the 
brothers think the experience will 
make up for classroom hours. 


Rob said: "I think it's worth 


it." 


Arlington may seek winter racing 


For the first time, Arlington Park 


Race Track will be able to request 
winter racing dates in addition to its 
traditional summer dates when it' 
makes application to the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board Friday. 


Race track officials also will be 


allowed to request that the racing 
board assign dates for a three-year 
period instead of the usual one year. 


The changes are possible because 


the state legislature is expected to 
ratify Gov. Daniel Walker's recom- 
mended changes in a sweeping new 
Illinois horse racing bill. 


"WE HAVE BEEN told by the leg- 


islators that they expect to act on Sen- 
ate Bill 37 prior to Nov. 20 — which is 
the opening of (racing) dates hear- 
ings. And we have told the racing as- 
sociations to make application based 
on Senate Bill 37 being law," Bill 
Masterson, racing board secretary, 
said Monday. 


Arlington Park Race Track Pros. 


John F. Loome said that he regards 
winter racing at Arlington Park as a 
"definite possibility," and It is antici- 
pated that Loome will apply for some 
winter racing dates. 


If approvd by the racing board, the 


winter racing would have to start af- 
ter Jan. 1, the effective date of the 
new state horse-racing law. 


Loome is not expected to ask for 


Sunday horse racing, which also 
would be permitted for the first time 
by the new racing law in instances 
where local municipalities approve. 


In September at the close of Arling- 


ton Park's 1975 season, Loome said 
that he had no immediate plans to ask 
for Sunday racing. 


WALKER APPROVED most of the 


new racing regulations Sept. 11. But 
he used his amendatory veto powers 
to recommend certain changes that 
must be ratified by the legislature be- 
fore the bill can become law. 


One of the changes restores the cur- 


rent law's prohibition against political 
contributions and gifts from racing in- 
terests. 


Race track owners asked that dates 


be allocated for more than just one 
year so they will have a better oppor- 
tunity to plan the operation of their 
tracks. They also asked that the thor- 
oughbred racing season be extended 
into the winter. 


Friday is the deadline for racing as- 


sociations to apply to the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board for horse racing dates. 
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an increase of $200,000 over last year. 


About $2 a day has been added to 


present room rates to pay for the in- 
crease. MacCoun said he does not ex- 
pect the foundation to raise all the 
money needed but hopes by the end of 
its second year, the foundation can 
raise $100,000 annually. 


In addition to raising and accepting 


funds, the not-for-profit 
foundation 


also is Introducing new health-related 
services to the community. Among 
these Is Tele-Care, which begins in 
mid-November. Tele-Care provides 
dally telephone contact, one each 24 
hours to assure people living alone of 
receiving emergency help.

Northwest Community Hospital in 


.Arlington Heights has increased Us 
hospital room rates another $2. per 
day, which means patients will pay 
$17 more a day starling Nov. 1. The 
now rate will be $89.60 for a semi- 
private room.

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Tax-exempt foundation to assist hospital 


Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has formed a tax- 
exempt foundation to raise money for 
new equipment and community ser- 
vices, hospital officials announced 
Monday. 


Malcolm, MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, said i the foundation has been 
formed partially to keep patient 
charges to a minimum. He said that 
hopefully, the success of the founda- 
tion will mean smaller hospital rate 
increases. 


"The foundation is developing finan- 


cial support to provide seed capital to 
develop new and sophisticated ser- 


vices and to keep abreast of the rapid 
advance in medicine," MacCoun said. 
. MacCOUN SAID because Northwest 
is a large hospital, with 465 beds, it 
needs to continually update equipment 
and increase community services. 


"Now that we are one of the big 


boys everyone expects more of us — 
the doctors and the patients," he said. 


While a tax-exempt hospital founda- 


tion is not new in hospital finance, 
Northwest is the first hospital in the 
Northwest suburbs to establish one. 
Previously, the hospital paid for its 
equipment with gifts, contributions 
from Northwest Community and hos- 


pital revenues derived from patient 
charges. 


MacCoun said one reason the hospi- 


tal formed the foundation is because 
officials anticipate future rate con- 
trols that would not provide 'enough 
money for new equipment and ex- 
pansion of services. 


"Also equipment is a bigger price 


tag than it used/to be and we don't 
want to pass anything on to the 
patient we don't have W," he said.

Northwest Community ups rates 2nd time in month

Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has Increased Its 
hospital room rates another $2 per 
day, which means patients will pay 
S17 more a day starting Nov. 1. The 
new rate will be $89.50 for a semi- 
private room. 


The $2 increase Is the second rate 


hike In a month. Two nreeks ago the 
hospital announced a $15 room-rate 
hike. 


Malcolm MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, said the Increase Is in response 
to another rise In the hospital's mal- 
practice insurance premium. He said 
the hospital now expects to pay $1.1 
million for the. Insurance, whereas 
several weeks ago It expected to pay 
$960,000. Northwest paid $475,000 for 
the same coverage last year. 


MacCOUN SAID the increase does 


not result from any increase In mal- 


practice claims against the hospital. 
He sold he expects other hospitals to 
have the same kind of premium hike. 


"We've checked with everyone who 


has the same budget time as we 
have," he said. "They have been clob- 
bered like we have." Northwest Com- 
munity's fiscal year begins Nov. 1. 


MacCoun said the new Illinois mal- 


practice law, which sets a $500,000 
limit on malpractice awards, has done 
nothing to encourage insurance com- 
panies to lower premiums. He 
1 said he 


expects It to be another two or three 
years before the\blll has any effect.. 


"I think that the insurance people 


are not sure the bill will work,1' Mac- 
Coun said. 


OF THE 117 per day increase; about

advance in medicine," MacCoun-said. 
. MacCOUN SAID because Ndrthwest 
is a large hospital, with 465 beds, it 
needs to continually update equipment 
and increase community services. 


"Now that we. are one of the big 


boys everyone expects more of us — 
the. doctors and the patients," he said. 
' While a tax-exempt hospital founda- 
tion is not new in hospital finance, 
Northwest is the first hospital in the 
Northwest suburbs to establish one. 
Previously, the hospital paid for its 
equipment with gifts,' contributions 
from Northwest Community and hos- 


pital revenues derived from patient 
charges. 


MacCoun said one reason the hospi- 


tal formed the foundation is because 
officials anticipate future rate con- 
trols that would not provide enough 
money for new equipment and ex- 
pansion of services.

Masterson, racing board secretary, 
said Monday. 


Arlington Park Race Track Pros. 


John F. Loome said that he regards 
winter racing at Arlington Park as a 
"definite possibility," and it is antici- 
pated that Loome will apply for some 
winter racing dates. 


If approvd by the racing board, the 


winter racing would have to start af- 
ter Jan. 1, the effective date of the 
new state horse-racing law. 


Loome is not expected to ask for 


Sunday horse racing, which also 
would be permitted for. the first time 
by the new racing law in instances 
where local municipalities approve. 


In September at the close of Arling- 


ton Park's 1975 season, Loome said 
that he had no immediate plans to ask 


for Sunday racing. 


WALKER APPROVED most of the 


new racing regulations Sept. 11. But 
he'used his amendatory veto powers 
to recommend certain changes that 
must be ratified by the legislature be- 
fore the bill can become law. 


One of the changes restores the cur- 


rent law's prohibition against political 
contributions and gifts from racing in- 
terests.

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Northwest Community ups rates 2nd time in month

Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has increased its 
hospital room rates another $2 per 
day, which means patients will pay 
$17 more a day starting Nov. 1. The 
new rate will be $89.50 for a semi- 
private room. 


The $2 Increase Is the second rate 


hike In a month. Two weeks ago the 
hospital announced a $15 room-rate 
hike. 


Malcolm MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, said tho increase Is in response 
to another rise In 'the hospital's mal-. 
practice Insurance premium. He said 
the hospital now expects to pay $1.1 
million for the insurance, whereas 
several weeks ago it expected to pay 
$960,000. Northwest paid $475,000 for 
the same coverage last year. 


M.cCOUN SATO the increase does 


not result from any Increase In mal- 


practice claims against the hospital. 
He said he expects other hospitals to, 
have tho same kind of premium hike. 


"We've checked with everyone who 


has the same budget time as we 
have," he said. "They have been clob- 
bered like we have." Northwest Com- 
munity's fiscal year begins Nov. 1. 


MacCoun said the new Illinois mal- 


practice law, which sets a $500,000 
limit on malpractice awards, has done 
nothing to encourage insurance com- 
panies to lower premiums. He said he 
expects it:to be another two or three 
years before the bill has any effect. 


"I think that the Insurance, people 


are not sure the bill will work/' Mac- 
Coun said. • 


OF THE 117 per day increase, about 


$3.45 will go for malpractice insur- 
ance. MacCoun said the biggest part' 
of the increase, about $10, will pay 
employe raises. 


"The expenses of the hospital will 


go up $3.7 million next year," he said. 
"The biggest Increase is the payroll, 
about $1.85 million." He said $1.3 mil-

About $2.50 of the $17 a day Increase 


will go for supplies, including drugs, 
MacCoun said. About $1.75 to $2 of the 
hike will go-to pay for new equipment.

' Malcolm MacCoun, 'hospital presi- 
dent, said the foundation has been 
formed partially to keep patient 
charges to a minimum. He said that 
hopefully, the success of the founda- 
tion will mean smaller hospital rate 
increases. ,, 


"The foundation is developing finan- < 


clal support to provide seed capital to 
develop new and sophisticated ser- 


vices and to keep abreast of the raplcj 
advance in medicine," MacCoun said. 


MacCOUN SAID because Northwest 


is a large hospital, with 465 beds, it 
needs to continually update equipment 
and increase community services. 


"Now that we are one of the big 


boys everyone expects more of us — 
the doctors and the patients," he said. 


While a tax-exempt hospital founda- 


tion is not new in hospital finance, 
Northwest is the first hospital in the 
Northwest suburbs to establish one. 
Previously, the hospital paid for its 
equipment with gifts, contributions 
from Northwest Community and hos- 


pital revenues derived from patient 
charges. 


MacCoun said one reason the hospi- 


tal formed the foundation is because 
officials anticipate future rate con- 
trols .that would not provide enough 
money for new equipment and ex- 
pansion of services. 


"Also equipment is a bigger price 


tag than it used to be and we don't 
want to pass anything on' to the 
patient we don't have to," he said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS budgeted 


$500,000 for equipment -for the 1975-76 
fiscal year which starts in November,

'Village metings too long' 
Minton calls for cut in agenda 


Mount Prospect Trustee Michael H. 


Minton is calling for development of a 
"streamlined agenda" 
for village 


board meetings, saying the sessions 
now run too long.

time.

MINTON SAID he would like the

He said 
one meeting should deal with the rou- 
tine business matters and other non- 
controversial Items. The second meet- 
ing would focus on controversial mat- 
ters and petitions from citizens. >. 


"I'm also asking all citizens to par- 


ticipate more on the committee lev- 
el," Minton said, noting this would cut 
the time needed for residents to com- 
ment during meetings. "Then it can 
be made a part of the committee re- 
port and we can save a lot of time." 


Minton said many board members 


feel they have to expound on their 
campaign promises and other issues 
during the board meetings. "I think 
there has been too much politicking, 
too much back-slapping," he said. 


The trustee said he will ask to have 


the agenda matter put into his 
judiciary committee for further study. 


MINTON ALSO HAS called for 


studying the possibility of a new 
board meeting room either in the new 
village hall or public library. He said 
the present meeting room "is not con- 
ducive to citizen participation." 


"The florescent lights, the hard 


chairs and the general sweaty attitude 
make it more like a gymnasium than 
a village hall," he said. 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley pre- 


viously had indicated a board room 
could be built at the new village hall 
by constructing an addition to the sec- 
ond floor. 


Minton, however, said this solution 


probably would be too costly. He said 
he Is hoping sufficient room can be 
found at minimal cost.

The estimated cost of the new Men- 


tal Health Center facility is $666,000. 
The center plans on applying for a

Two weeks ago the 
hospital announced a $15 room-rate 
hike. 


Malcolm MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, said the Increase is in response 
to another rise in the hospital's mal- 
practice Insurance premium. He said 
the hospital now expects to pay $1.1 
million for the Insurance, 
whereas 


several weeks ago it expected to pay 
$960.000. Northwest paid $475,000 for 
the same coverage lost year. 


MacCOUN SAID the increase does 


not result from any increase in mal- 


practice claims against the hospital. 
He said he expects other hospitals to 
have the same kind of premium hike. 


"We've checked with everyone who 


has the same budget time as we 
have," he said. "They have been clob- 
bered like we have." Northwest Com- 
munity's fiscal year begins Nov. 1. 


MacCoun said the new Illinois mal- 


practice law, which sets a $500,000 
limit on malpractice awards, has done 
nothing to encourage insurance com- 
panies to lower premiums. He said he 
expects it to be another two or three 
years before the bill has any effect. 


"I think .that the Insurance people 


are not sure the bill will work,*' Mac- 
Coun said.

OF THE $17 per day increase, about 


$3.45 will go for malpractice insur- 
ance. MacCoun said the biggest part 
of the Increase, about $10, will pay 
employe raises. 


"The expenses of the hospital will 


go up $3.7 million next year," he said. 
"The biggest increase Is the payroll, 
about $1.85 million." He said $1.3 mil- 
lion will go to pay raises to current 
employes and $500,000 will go for new 
positions.

About $2.50 of the $17 a day increase 


will go for supplies, including drugs, 
MacCoun said. About $1.75 to $2 of the 
hike will go to pay for new equipment. 


MacCoun said most Insurance com- 


panies will pay the additional $17. 
New room rates are $89.50, two-bed 
room; $95.50,, regular private room; 
and $52, nursery. The basic emergen-

Tax-exempt foundation to assist hospital 


Northwest Community Hospital in 


Arlington Heights has formed a tax- 
exempt foundation to raise money for 
new equipment and community ser- 
vices, hospital officials announced 
Monday. 


Malcolm MacCoun, hospital presi- 


dent, said the foundation has been 
formed partially to keep, patient 
charges to a minimum. He said that 
hopefully, the success, of the founda- 
tion will mean smaller hospital rate, 
increases. • * 


"The foundation'is developing finan- 


cial support to brovide.seed, capital to' 
develop new and sophisticated ser- 


vices and to keep abreast of the rapid 
advance in medicine," MacCoun said. 


MacCOUN SAID because Northwest 


is a large hospital, with 465 beds, it 
needs to continually update equipment 
and increase community services. 


"Now that we are one of the big 


boys everyone expects more of, us — 
the doctors and the patients," he said. 


While a tax-exempt hospital founda- 


tion is not new in hospital finance, 
Northwest Is the first hospital hi the 
Northwest suburbs to establish one. 
Previously, the hospital paid for its 
equipment with gifts, 
contributions 


from Northwest Community and hos- 


pital revenues derived from patient 
charges. 


MacCoun said one reason the hospi- 


tal formed the foundation is because- 
officials anticipate future rate con- 
trols that would not provide*enough 
money for new equipment and ex- 
pansion of services. 


"Also equipment is a bigger price 


tag than it used to be and we don't, 
want to pass anything on to *ti» 
patient we don't have to," be said. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS budgeted 


$500,000 for equipment for the 1975-76 
fiscal year which starts in November,
